time. He ſharplie, earneſtlie, and wittily 
rebuketh the ſinnes o all ſorts of men, 
and ſpeaketh as one hauing aucthoritte, 
& not as the Scribes & Pharifes, which 
with their leaden and blunt dartes could 
neuer touch the quiekthogh they haue 
occupied, & worne the Pulpets of ma- 
nie yeeres. The word of God is liuelic 
and mightie in opexatien, and ſharper 
then auie two edged ſword, and cutteth 
euen vnto the deuiſion of the ſoule, and 
of the ſpirite, and ofthe ioyntures and 
marrow,&c.

And when the daye was ended, hee 
called his Stewarde, and bade that he 

ſhould giue euerie man a penmie. ? 

Spirituallie, this houſeholder is our 
maiſter and Lo2d Chꝛiſt, the true houſe 
holder and heade of his Church heere in 
earth: which calleth menne in diuers 
houres of the dap, that is, in diuers ages 
of the woꝛld. As in the time of nature, 
hee called by inſpiration Abell, Enoch, 
Noe, Abraham, and other like. In the 
time of the olde la we. hee called Moſes, 
Dauid, Eſay, and Ieremie, with the Pao · 
phets. And in the time of arace he called 
the Apoſtles, Martyꝛs, Confeſſo2s and 
Upzgins. Vee called alſo ſome in 
Childe-hood,as Iobn Baptiſt : Some in 
they2 youth , as Iohn the Euangeliſt, 
ſome in their middle age, as Peter, and 
Andrew: ſome in their latter dates, as 
22.4; Gamaliel , and Ioſeph of Aramathia, 
And all theſe he called to labour in the 
loꝛdes Uinepard, that is, his Church, 
pea, and that ſundꝛie waies. Foz right 
as pe ſe that in trimming of this mate- 
riall Uinc , there be diners labourers: 
Foz ſome cut away the bzaunches _ 
e 


made in the ycere 1388. 

be wide, ſome vnderſet and lape abꝛoad 
the Uine,yea, ſome pare awaie the olde 
earth,and lap newe fo the roote, which 
offices be al! ſo neceſſarie to the Upne, 
that if anie of them faile oz want, it ſhal 
bee eyther let, oꝛ vtterlie deſtrop the 
growing of the Uyne. Foꝛ vnleſſe the 
Vine be cut, he will were wild, except 
ſhe be railed vp, c layde abꝛoade, werdes 
and nettles will ſoone ouergrowe her. 
And if the roote be not fatted with new 
and freſh duna,fo2 feebleneſie ſhee wyll 
were barren.No leſſe ncedefull in Ch2t- 
ſtes Church, bee theſe thꝛee Officers, 
Pꝛieſthood, Bnighthood, and Labo2crs. 
The Pꝛieſtes oꝛ pꝛeaches, it behoueth 
to cut away the voide bꝛaunches of ſin, 
with the ſwoꝛde of Gods woozde. To 
Imabt-hoode, it becommeth not to let 
wꝛonges and thefts to bee done, and to 
maintaine Gods Lawe, and them that 
be Teachers thereof : pea, and to keepe 
the lande from inſurrection, and inua⸗ 
ding ol other Landes. The Labourers 
mult labour bodilp, and with ſoze ſweat 
get out of the earth bodilie ſuſtenaunce, 
both foz themſelues, and fo2 other. And

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A godly: and famous Sermon 
all theſe eſtates bee ſo nedefull to the 
Church, that none may well be without 
other, Foꝛ if Pꝛieſts wanted, the people 
fo2 default of knowledge of Gods wozd, 
would were wilde in vices; and ſo dye 
ghoſtly. And were not Knighthode,and 
men to rule the people by law and har⸗ 
dineſſe: theeues #4 enimies would ſo en- 
creaſe, that no man coulde line in peace. 
And but fo2 Labourers, bothe Pꝛieſtes 
and nights muſt become Artificers, 
Plowmen, and Heardes: oz elſe muſte 
foʒ default of bodilie ſuſtenaunce die. 

- Andtherefoze ſaith the great Clarke 
Auicenna: that verpe bnreaſonable 
beaſt. if it haue that, that nature kind 
hath oꝛdeyned foz it, as kinde giueth, it 
is ſufficient to line by himſelfe, without 
any helpe of other of the ſame kind. 4s 
if there were but one hozſe,o2 one ſheep 
in the woꝛld: pet if hee had Cozne and 
Graſfſe,. as Nature and kinde hath-03- 
dained fo2 ſuch a Beaſt, hee ſhould line 
well enough. But if there be but one 
man in the wozlde, although he had all 
the god that is therin: pet fo2 want of 


her be r die an bis life ſhould bee 


wozle 


made inthe yeere 1388. 
woꝛſe then if he were not. And the cafe 
is this: Foz that thing that kinde hath 
oꝛdeined foꝛ mans ſuſtenance, without 
other pꝛeparing oz — bath 
of kinde,acco2deth not to him. As ifa 
man haue Coꝛne, as it — from 
the earth: vet it is no meate fit fo2 hun. 
vnkill it be by mans craft chaiumges in⸗ 
to bead. And though he haue ſteſhe oz 
fiſhe : pet while it is rawe, and not by 
mans labour ſodden, roaſted, bꝛopled oz 
baken, it is not fif foꝛ mans ſuſtenante. 
Cuen ſo the wooll that the Sheepe bes⸗ 
reth, muſt needes by diuers craftes bee 
altered oꝛ changed, oz it be able tocioath 
any man. And truelie no man dy him⸗ 
ſelfe ſhould neuer do all theſe labours; 
and therefoꝛe ſaith this Clarke, that it 
is nedefull that ſome be Hul bandmen. 
ſome men of Occupations, ſome Mer⸗ 
chatints to fetch that, that one Lande 
wanteth from an nn where it is 
plentie. 

And truelie this ons thing oulde bes 

a great cauſe , why'eurrie ſtate ſhauld 
loue other, and men of one crafte ſhould 
neither hate no; deſpiſe men of an _ 
craff, 
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A godly and famons Sermon 
craffe, Foz one of them is ſo needefull 
to an other, that oftentunes thoſe crafts 
that ſeeme moſt vnhoneſt, might wozſt 
be fozbozne, And this J dare ſaie, that 
he that is not labouring in this wozlde, 
epther in ſtudying, p2aying and pꝛea⸗ 
ching, as it behooueth Cleargie men,fo2 
the health of the people: Oꝛ in defen⸗ 
ding the cauſes of the needie, in fighting 
againſt tirants and enemies, which is 
the office of all knights. Oꝛ in labou⸗ 
ring on the earth, as in diuers craftes, 
which pertaine to the Labourers, when 
the day of reckoning ſhall come, that is, 


the ende of this life: right as hee lyued 


heere without labour o2 trauaile, ſo ſhal 
be want there the reward of the penny. 
that is. the endleſſe iopes of heauen. And 
as he was liuing here after no fate no2 
oꝛder, ſo ſhall hee then be put into that 
place where is no oꝛder, but euerlaſting 

hozrour and ſozrow, that is in hell. 
Mherfoꝛe, let enery man ſe to what 
ſtate God hath called him, and liue ther⸗ 
in by labour, acco2ding to his degree. 
They that be labouring men 02 craftes 
men, da it truelie. If thou be a Heruant 
02 
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02 a bondman, bee ſubiecte, and liue in 
dꝛeade to diſpleaſe thy Maiſter oꝛ Lo2d 
fo2 Chꝛiſtes ſake . It thou bee a Per , T1,,, 
chaunt, deceiue not thy bꝛother in chal⸗ f 
fering. If thou be a Knight oꝛ a Lo2de, 
| defend the pooze and needie man, fram ,, . 

ſuch as would harme him Thou beeing | 
a Judge 02 a Juſtice, goe not to the right 
hand foz fauour, noꝛ to the left hande to 
puniſh any man foꝛ hate. Thou that art 
a P2reff, inſtructe, pꝛaiſe, and repꝛoouc. 
Inſtruct the ignoꝛaunt, pꝛaiſe the obedi⸗ 
ent, and repꝛoue the dilobedient to God 
Thus euerp man ought to labour t tra⸗ 
uaile after his degree: foz when the eue 
ning cõmeth, that is, the end of þ wozld, 
then ſhall euerie man take re ward god 
oꝛ bad, after as he hath laboured heere. 
Theſe be the woꝛdes that J haue ta- 
ken to entreate vpon, and be thus much 
to ſate in Engliſhe : Come and giue a Note. 
reckoning ofthy Bailiwicke . ; Chzifte 
the aucthoꝛ of pittie, and loner of the (al 
uation of his people, in the-p2oceſſe of 
this Golpcll , enfozmeth. euerpe man 
which is his Bailie, by the parable of a 
Bailie that hee ſpealicth of, to pꝛepare 

hun 
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himſelfe fo make his aunſwere;: and to 
giue a reckoning of ſuch goods, as hes 


hath receiued at Gods hande, when the 
day of ſtraite reckoning ſhall come, that 
is the daie of dome. And lo J at thys 
time, thꝛough the helpe of God, follo- 
wing hun that is ſo great a Maiſter of 
aucthoz2ific. , becauſe Jknowe nothing 
that ſhould moꝛe dzaw awaie mannes 
vnreaſonable loue from the vaine and 
tranſitozie toy of this woꝛlde, then to 
haue in mind the dꝛeadfull reckoning; 
So farre as GO D permitteth, J will 
ſhew pou how vou ſhall diſpoſe you fo 
auoide the Lozdes'p2e and vengeaunce; ; 
when there ſhall be ſo harde iudgment, 

that were ſhall giue account foz euerie 

pdle woꝛde that wee haue ſpoken. Foz 

then ſhall be ſaid vnto vs, as wee ſhall 

haue no power to goe back: Come, giue 

a reckoning of thy Baihwicke. 

But foz farther pꝛoceſſe of thys firite 
part of this Sermon, knowe you there 
be thꝛee Waliwickes, that ſhall be cal- 
led to this ſtraite reckoning.

Chryſo e ſaith: Parents be lowing 
to the bodyes of theyꝛ Chyldzen , but 
their ſoules they care not foꝛ. They de⸗ 
ſire theyꝛ welfare in this woalde, but 
they paſſe not what they ſhall ſaffer in 
an other. Some oꝛdaine great fees foz 
them heere, but none o2depne them to

they will ſoꝛe bewaile, but the health of 


thep2 ſoules they make no reckoning ol. 
Ik they ſee them poꝛe and ſicke, thex 


ſozrowe and ſigh: but though they lee 

them ſinne, they are nothing greeued. 
And herrebn they ſhewe p they bzought 
fwꝛth their bodies, but not their ſoules. 
And now to ſpeake againe of Pꝛieſts, 
if we take herde truelie, wee ſhall per⸗
